The character of Nigerian politics is traced through the 
first five years of independence, exposing weaknesses 
which resulted in two military coups and a major civil war.

CONTINENT Phillip Allen & Aaron Segal 

Appraisals of places to visit and conditions to be met are 
made on the basis of personal experience.

This unique book of notes, clippings, etc. brings black 
history back to those who have lost touch with their roots 
and helps others to identify with the experience of 
American Blacks.

Charles V. Hamilton 

An examination of the major themes of black political 

thought in twentieth-century America from Booker T. 
Washington to Eldridge Cleaver. 


BLACKS IN AMERICAN WARS Robert W. Mullen 
This book puts in perspective the new kind of attention 
focused on black soldiers in the Vietnam War. 


THE IMAGE OF THE INDIAN AND THE BLACK MAN IN 
AMERICAN ART, 1590-1900 Ellwood Parry 

A visual anthology which places into context the 
prejudices and distortions which characterized the work of 
American artists as they depicted Indians and Blacks. 


ROLL JORDAN ROLL: THE WORLD THE SLAVES MADE 

Eugene Genovese 

Primarily concerned with aspects of slavery that cannot 

be quantitatively measured, Genovese draws on narra- 

tives of slaves and their masters for his sources and finds 

that black survival was due to close family bonds and the 
role of religion. 


TIME ON THE CROSS: THE ECONOMICS OF AMERICAN 
NEGRO SLAVERY Robert W. Fogel & Stanley L. Eugerman 

An entirely new portrayal of slavery’s past based on the 
findings of a group of economic historians (cliometricians) 
applying mathematical methods to a vast body of slave 
related research. 


WALLS COME TUMBLING DOWN: A HISTORY OF THE 
CIVIL RIGHTS MOVEMENT, 1940-1970 Tom Brooks 

A thoroughly readable history which traces the key 
events of the civil rights struggle from World War II through 
the Sixties to the black power movement of the Seventies. 


THE WHITE MAN’S BURDEN: HISTORICAL ORIGINS OF 
RACISM IN THE U. S. Winthrop D. Jordan 

A convincing explanation of the attitudes held by whites 
about Blacks in colonial America. 


CARIBBEAN SCENE 


THE BAHAMA ISLANDS Hans W. Hannau 
Pictures and text describe the history, the culture, and 
the beauty of these islands. 


BLACK CLUBS IN BERMUDA Frank E. Manning 

A lively study of black social clubs and the interaction 
between them, the church, and other social/cultural insti- 
tutions of Bermuda. 


CARIBBEAN VOICES John Figueroa, ed. 

The work of over seventy-five West Indian poets is 
presented in this two-part book: Dreams and Visions and 
The Blue Horizons. 


MARRIAGE, CLASS AND COLOUR IN NINETEENTH- 
CENTURY CUBA Alier Verena Martinez 

A study of racial attitudes, sexual mores, and marriage 
patterns in nineteenth-century Cuba, a country with.a large 
black slave population. 


THE MIRACLE OF HAITIAN ART Selden Rodman 

This book discusses the belated ‘‘birth’’ of art in Haiti 
and provides a guide to the numerous works of art currently 
available. 


IS MASSA DAY DEAD? Orde Coombs 
A selection of essays that examine the growth of black 
power militancy in the islands. 


WHEN HE WAS FREE AND YOUNG AND HE USED TO 
WEAR SILKS Austin Clarke 
An anthology of eleven stories set mostly in Barbados, 
Toronto, and the American South, explores the reper- 
cussions that occur when different cultures meet. 


THE UNAPPROPRIATED PEOPLE Jerome S. Handler 
An analysis of the legal and social status of the freedmen 
of Barbados from 1800 to 1834. 


PERSONALITIES 


AN AUTOBIOGRAPHY Angela Davis 

A compelling account of a black, brainy, and beautiful 
woman and her controversial role in America’s racial 
dilemma. 


BAD HENRY _ Stan Baldwin, Jerry Jenkins with Hank Aaron 

In this authorized biography two veteran sportswriters 
tell the story of Hank Aaron, baseball superstar and newly 
crowned home-run king. 


BIG STAR FALLIN’ MAMA Hettie Jones 

A straightforward collection of biographies of some of 
our great blues singers: Ma Rainey, Bessie Smith, Mahalia 
Jackson, Billie Holiday, to name a few. 


‘“THE DRAGON HAS COME’”’ Gregory Armstrong 

George Jackson, the subject of this disturbingly eloquent 
book, is the slain author of Soledad Brother. The reasons 
for his revolutionary militancy are implicit on every page. 


GATHER TOGETHER IN MY NAME Maya Angelou 

The success of | Know Why the Caged Bird Sings is a 
hard act to follow but Ms. Angelou succeeds admirably as 
she continues her reminiscences in this remarkable 
autobiography. 


MAKE AJOYFUL NOISEUNTOTHELORD Jesse Jackson 
Mahalia Jackson, queen of gospel singers; a detailed 
account of her life and times. 


MARCUS GARVEY AND THE VISION OF AFRICA 
John Henrik Clarke, ed. 
A selection of writings on the thoughts and actions of one 
of the most controversial personages in black American 
history. 


MILES DAVIS: MUSICAL BIOGRAPHY Bill Cole 

The author is primarily concerned with Davis’s ‘‘revolu- 
tionary’’ innovations as a jazz musician and his role in the 
modern jazz scene. 


THE SIXTEENTH ROUND Rubin Carter 

From number one middleweight contender to number 
45472. This tough and brutal book is Carter’s defense to 
his conviction of wantonly slaying three people in 1967. 


WHO WAS ROBERTO? Phil Musick 

The Roberto Clemente story is presented here in a terse 
style which forsakes the sentimentality that often beclouds 
sports biographies. 


CONTEMPORARY ISSUES 


ALL OUR KIN Carol B. Stack 
A white, urban anthropologist writes of her participation 

in the daily lives of black families who survive poverty and 

deprivation while caring for a wide circle of kin. 


BLACK CHILDREN, WHITE DREAMS Thomas J. Cottle 

A white psychotherapist and sociologist records the daily 
lives and thoughts of two poor black children from Roxbury 
as they reflect upon politics, laws, and deprivation. 


BLACK EDUCATORS IN WHITE COLLEGES 
William Moore, Jr. & Lonnie H. Wagstaff 
An evaluation of the minority hiring practices of white 
institutions of higher learning and of the special problems 
and concerns facing the black academician. 


THE BLACK EXPERIENCE IN RELIGION 
C. Eric Lincoln, ed. 
Fundamental differences between black and white 
theology, traditional as well as activist, are explored in this 
collection of readings which focus heavily on the social 
background of black religion. 


HERE | AM — TAKE MY HAND 
Marie Brookter with Jean Curtis 
An ambitious black woman describes her personal 
odyssey from a political awareness in the South to her 
professional work in the campaigns of Richard Daley, John 
F. Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson, and George McGovern. 


NATIVE DAUGHTER Leslie Lacy 
A young black man from a privileged background 

discovers some unsettling facts about urban poverty while 

teaching in a Brooklyn home for unwed mothers. 


WHAT THE NEGRO CAN DO ABOUT CRIME 
J. A. Parker & Allan C. Brownfeld 
An indictment of the high incidence of crime in the urban 
environment and of those people and institutions who 
allow, excuse, and promote it. 


BLACK EXPRESSION 


BELLY SONG AND OTHER POEMS Etheridge Knight 
These poems cover a wide range of experiences as 
witnessed by an Afro-American on the alert for human hurt. 


BLACK FILM STARS Eileen Landay 

Over 200 photographs and text trace the history of the 
black performer in America from Birth of a Nation to Lady 
Sings the Blues. 


BLACK POETRY IN AMERICA 
Jackson Blyden & Louis D. Rubin, Jr. 
An historical interpretation of black American poetry 
from its beginning to the present. 


A BLUES BOOK FOR BLUE BLACK MAGICAL WOMEN 

Sonia Sanchez 

Prose, poetry, autobiographical essays all aimed at 

increasing the self-awareness and self-esteem of black 
American women. 


BOOGIE LIGHTNING Michael Lydon 

Interviews with artists Aretha Franklin, Ray Charles, Bo 
Diddley, and others concerning music from post-war 
Chicago blues to rock and roll. 


EGO-TRIPPING Nikki Giovanni 

These poems, written for and dedicated to young people, 
are yet another example of this popular author’s ability to 
touch people with her words and ideas. 


EMERGENCE OF RICHARD WRIGHT Kenneth Kinnamon 

The life, literary career, and social milieu of a man 
whose writing was devoted to the role of the black man in 
white America. 


FROM MEMPHIS TO PEKING Barbara Chase-Riboud 
Poems as lovely and clean cut as the author's well- 
known sculptures. 


l’M SOMEBODY IMPORTANT George Mitchell, ed. 
The thoughts, hopes, dreams, frustrations, and experi- 
ences of six young Blacks from rural Georgia. 


INVISIBLE POETS Joan R. Sherman 
Critical biographical essays on twenty-six nineteenth- 
century Afro-American poets. 


MY BLACK ME Arnold Adoff, ed. 
Fifty poems in many’ moods stimulate thinking and 
feeling and encourage good self-image. 


NEW LAFAYETTE THEATRE PRESENTS Ed Bullins, ed. 
Six contemporary dramatic plays emphasize the Black 
Experience. 


THE PASSION OF CLAUDE MCKAY Wayne Cooper, ed. 

Selected published and unpublished works which 
chronicle the many facets of McKay’s life from his days in 
Jamaica to Tuskegee, Harlem, and the final days in 
Chicago. 


PLAY EBONY PLAY IVORY Henry Dumas 

This gifted poet, dead at thirty-four, portrays in poetry 
the black man’s feelings, hopes, dreams, and disappoint- 
ments. 


RAPPIN’ ON STYLIN’ OUT Thomas Kochman, ed. 

Communicative habits and life style of the urban ghetto 
Blacks, illustrating ways of walking, standing, speaking, 
etc. 


REFLECTIONS ON AFRO-AMERICAN MUSIC 
Dominique-Rene de Lerma 
Ideas and experiences that were exchanged during the 
second seminar at the Black Music Center of Indiana 
University. 


ROCK IS RHYTHM AND BLUES Lawrence A. Redd 

Black artists help support the author's theory that rock 
and rhythm and blues belong in the same musical 
spectrum. 


THROUGH BLACK EYES Elton C. Fax 

This unofficial ambassador records his journey to Africa 
and Russia with beautiful drawings and _ discerning 
commentaries. 


TO FIND AN IMAGE James Murray 

A history of the black cinema which assesses contribu- 
tions by Blacks who tried to move from stereotypes to 
honest portrayals. 


FICTION 


ARK OF BONES Henry Dumas 

Short stories both of realism and fantasy set in Southern 
countryside and Northern city by a promising young author 
tragically shot in Harlem - a case of mistaken identity. 


THE BRIDGE OF BEYOND Simone Schwarz-Bart 

Telumee, a Guadeloupean working in the cane fields and 
as a maid, finds anguish, madness, and love in this 
brilliant, flavorful tale of the Caribbean by a Creole author. 


FAITH AND THE GOOD THING Charles Johnson 

Experiences of the American black woman as 
personified in Faith, whose quest for ‘‘the good thing’’ 
leads her through visits to a witch, rape, childbirth, and 
reincarnation. 


IF BEALE STREET COULD TALK James Baldwin 

Eloquent, tender story about the love between pregnant 
Tish Rivers, her giving family, and her boyfriend wrongfully 
imprisoned for rape. 


THE JONES MEN Vern E. Smith 

Vital street language records the raw struggle for power 
among heroin dealers as Lennie Jack hijacks a drug 
shipment meant for the ‘‘top dog’’. 


LAST DAYS OF LOUISIANA RED Ishmael Reed 

Continuation of the parody started in Mumbo Jumbo with 
the further adventures of a ‘‘hoodoo”’ detective defending a 
black gumbo company from malicious rivals. 


LOOK WHAT THEY DONE TOMY SONG John McCluskey 

Everyone knows how to run Mack the jazz trumpeter’s 
life except Mack, who, after rejecting pimping and other 
embroilments, finds a place for his music. 


MYSTIC ADVENTURES OF ROXIESTONER Berry Morgan 

An old saintly Mississippian movingly recalls her life of 
service tending her invalid mother, being shut in a ‘‘nerve 
hospital’ by her neighbors, and finding herself needed by 
other patients. 


SULA Toni Morrison 

Intriguing account of the friendship between Nel and 
non-conforming Sula, who escapes the dusty Ohio town of 
her youth only to return and cast a strange influence upon 
her neighborhood. 
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
